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WASHINGTON POST BLUNDERS IN COVER-UP OF CIA STORY 


NEW YORK, Jan. 23-The Washington Post inadvertently revealed today that 
the Central Intelligence Agency's attempt to establish a militery dicta- 
torghip in Great Britain involves @ top CIA offical as master of opera- 
tions on the gpot in England. 

For the past week front-page news in Britein and Continentel press, 
the CIA and its front organizations are being openly touted as the ne- 
oasgary international Gostapo to step im and deal with the worldwide 
capitalist breakdown crisis. 

The Post, attempting ta covor the CIA's Cperation Orpheus as A. 
“minor bureaucratic shift," said intelligence sources attribute the sud- 
don beefing-up of CIA personnel in Great. Britein not: to any CIA “ine 
creased activity ag such, but only to the "importance of the new 'sta- 
tion chief ,"Ccrd”Méycr. 

R. Harris Smith, and acknowledged employee of the Contral Into?li- 
gonee Ageney until 1960, reveuts in his book OSS that Corc Mcyor 13° 
one of the highest officiels of the Agency, and that gince 1954 he has 
been tho Chief of the CIA's Covert Action Operations, 

Meyer ig notorious as the lcader of the CIA takcover of the Nation-

The Weshington Post: article wes written by Benard Nossiter, identi- 
ficd by Swedish Government. sourcas as 8 CIA agent.

The Weshington Post now hoing the Now York Times in their cover 
up of known criminal activities of the Contral Intclligenes Agency.

On Jan. 18, the Times of London ren a story whose source was a sclf- 
admittcd CIA agont-Miles Copolend=-steting that “between 30 and 40 oxtra 
Amcrican intolligenee mon have been drafted to Britain ginco the presont 
state of omergcncy was introduccd,® 

A gubscgquont front-page Times article suggostcd thet "From Washig~ 
ton Britein must look like a Contral American banane republic...it must 
be geen that. the Government. ig inespable of governing. Militant trade 
Unionists are in diroct: confrontation with authority." This out- pour- 
ing is pert of the public surfacing of CIA tekeover operations. 

Ine later letter to the London Times, agent Copeland fuels the fire 
of the international CIA-or@hestrated "Red Scare," now spreading across 
Europe end North America, Copeland reasons, "Pho. CIA should move into 
Englend because both Bleck September and IRA have boasted that 1974 is 
to be 'the year of killing.'"
